Tucked  away  in  Rensselaer, 
Indiana  is  the  White  House 
on  Park  Avenue,  the  bed  and 
breakfast  owned  and  operated  by 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  professors 
Fred  and  Sally  Berger.  The 
couple  bought  the  home  in  June 
when  another  professor  at  the 
College,  Dr.  Tom  Ryan  asked  if 
they  would  be  interested  in  taking 
over  the  bed  and  breakfast.  The 
Victorian  house  had  been  in  the 
family  of  the  original  owner, 
local  pharmacist  Emmet  Kannal, 
since  it  was  built  in  1891  until  the 
Ryans  bought  it  and  converted  the 
house  into  a  bed  and  breakfast. 

The  Bergers  run  the  bed 
and  breakfast  themselves,  with 
occasional  help  from  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  students  on  busy 
weekends.  They  serve  breakfast 
in  the  mornings,  cooked  by  Sally, 
while  Fred  helps  the  guests  with 
whatever  they  need.  They  both 
share  cleaning  duties  and  take 
care  of  the  house.  The  bed  and 
breakfast  is  open  all  year  round 
and  there  are  four  guest  rooms, 
each  with  their  own  special 
decorations  and  set  up. 

Guests  come  from  a  variety 
of  places  including  South  Africa, 
Germany,  Spain,  Turkey,  and 
Canada.  They  also  come  for  many 
reasons  like  business,  visiting 
relatives,  events  related  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  and  even  one 
couple  bicycling  across  America 


stayed  on  their  way  through. 
People  come  to  stay  for  the  warm, 
family  atmosphere  the  house 
creates. 

“We  feel  very  honored  to 
be  calling  this  beautiful  house 
our  home.  It  has  years  of  history 
and  we  are  proud  to  be  another 
chapter.”  Fred  says.And  in  case 
you  were  wondering,  the  Bergers 
say  they  have  never  had  any 
supernatural  experiences  in  the 
house,  despite  it’s  age  and  long 
history.

Professor  Bonnie  Zimmer

Bonnie  Zimmer  is  an 
energetic,  vivacious,  and  inspiring 
professor  of  art  here  at  SJC. 

Zimmer  has  been  working  at 
the  college  full  time  since  1999. 
However,  she  began  working  part 
time  as  an  adjunct,  while  holding 
a  full  time  job  in  a  public  school. 
Thanks  to  Zimmer,  art  was 
installed  as  a  major  in  2002. 

Zimmer  holds  a  Bachelor 
of  Fine  Arts  degree  as  well  as  a 
Masters  degree  in  Art  Education. 
She  was  inspired  by  her  mother, 
an  art  teacher. 

“It  must  be  genetics,”  she 
answered,  “but  I’ve  also  always 
been  a  maker  since  I  was  a  kid. 

I  loved  to  sew  and  made  all  my 
own  clothes  through  high  school. 
Fiber  arts  are  really  my  love.” 

Drawing,  painting,  2-D 
and  3-D  design,  graphic  design, 
photography,  glass,  printmaking, 
textiles  (such  as  weaving, 
printing,  and  dyeing),  art  history, 
and  special  topics  classes  are 
all  offered  by  the  art  program. 
Zimmer  teaches  some  of  these 
classes  in  corroboration  with  six 
adjuncts. 

As  the  sponsor  of  the  art 
club,  Zimmer  (commonly  known 
as  Bonnie)  tries  to  have  at  least 
one  event  a  month  for  the  club  as 
well  as  periodic  trips.  In  October 
art  club  hosted  a  clay  workshop 
and  a  pit  fire.  On  November  8 
art  club  will  be  sponsoring  a  bus

Due  to  a  superfluous  amount 
of  road  construction  and  detours, 
the  bus  took  an  extended  amount 
of  time  to  get  to  the  Spiritual 
Life  Center.  It  wasn’t  as  much 
as  they  were  “late,”  because 
things  wouldn’t  start  without  the 
retreatants,  but  there  was  a  sense 
of  panic.

The  quality  time  spent 
throughout  the  retreat  envelops 
the  retreatants.  The  little  things

Dear  Editor, 

I  am  a  student  in  the 
Restoration  Ecology  class  with 
Dr.  Bob  Broadman.  Our  main 
goal  of  this  class  this  semester  is 
to  restore  a  habitat.  All  students 
have  individual  tasks  as  well  as 
our  group  task  of  restoration,  and 
my  task  is  to  let  the  media  be 
involved  in  our  project. 

Dr.  Brodman’s  students  are 
currently  working  on  restoring 
a  habitat  at  St.  Joe  for  this 
semester’s  Restoration  Ecology 
class.  This  course  is  intended  to 
provide  students  with  current 
information  on  trends  and 
research  in  the  new  field  of 
restoration  ecology.  Further,  the 
causes  and  cures  of  environmental 
damage  will  be  explored  through 
field  projects,  guest  speakers,  and 
student  presentation. 

So  far,  students  in  Dr. 
Brodman’s  class  have  participated 
in  field  trips  to  Kankakee  Sands 
to  learn  more  about  wetland 
delineation,  Zimmer’s  Prairie  and 
Bruce’s  Pond  to  collect  seeds, 
and  some  students  have  even 
gone  to  Michigan  and  Iowa  for 
conservation  meetings. 

The  main  project  for  this 
course  is  restoring  a  habitat  here 
at  SJC.  Our  class  is  divided 
into  three  subcommittees,  each 
having  their  own  specific  tasks 
that  students  are  asked  to  carry 
out.  Prairie  Plant  Diversity  is 


responsible  for  identifying  native 
prairie  and  wetland  plants,  and 
seed  processing. 

Invasive  Species  Committee 
is  responsible  for  plant  surveys, 
identifying  invasive  plants  for 
removal,  herbicides,  bum  lanes, 
and  manual  removal.  Finally,  the 
Wetland  Delineation  Committee, 
which  I  working  with,  is 
responsible  for  soil,  hydrology, 
and  wetland  plant  surveys,  along 
with  making  maps,  in  order  to 
help  out  the  other  groups. 

The  final  steps  in  our 
restoration  process  are  on  their 
way.  Herbicides  have  already 
been  sprayed  to  kill  the  invasive 
plants  that  we  can  kill.  The  rest 
of  the  area  we  are  taking  out  has 
been  flagged  off.  Bum  lanes  will 
be  mowed  in  the  next  week  or 
two,  and  following  that  will  be 
our  actual  bum. 

With  the  help  of  Gus  Nyberg, 
the  Executive  Director  at  Niches 
Land  Trust,  our  class  will  bum 
the  “bad”  away.  After  the  bum 
is  over,  the  seeds  we  have  been 
collecting  will  be  planted,  and 
hopefully  with  the  time,  this 
habitat  will  be  restored.

of  a  timepiece, 
the  unknown 
schedule,  and 
the  naked  mass, 
all  seem  to 
disappear  when 
the  retreatants 
accept  that  they 
are  there  to 
doubt,  cry,  laugh 
and  live.

While  the  majority  of 
the  student  population  was 
participating  in  whatever  form  of 
Halloween  hijinks  they  felt  to  be 
appropriate,  the  eager  Kaironians 
were  participating  in  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  experiences  of 
their  lives.

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Oasis’s  Dig  Out  Your  Soul  Maintains  Their  Sound  Despite  the 
Changing  Sounds  of  Younger  Bands  Today

Fourteen  years  after  their 
debut  album  Definitely  Maybe, 
Oasis  seems  to  have  not  changed 
their  sound  one  bit.  And  1  don’t 
know  about  you,  but  to  me,  that’s 
a  good  thing.  These  days,  bands 
feel  they  have  to  have  a  different 
sound  or  identity  with  each  album 
release. ..maybe  that’s  why  the 
average  life  of  today’s  bands  has 
lessened  significantly. 

Dig  Out  Your  Soul 
immediately  starts  off  with  the 
signature  Oasis  sound  in  “Bag  It 
Up,”  a  song  that’s  high  in  energy, 
high  in  60s  influence  all  the  while 
being  a  song  that’s  meant  to 
showcase  Liam  Gallagher’s  vocal 
chords.

Bram  Stoker’s  Dracula  is  the 
novel  that  defines  gothic  fiction 
better  than  any  other  novel  ever 
written.  It  is  also  one  of  the  most 
misrepresented  novels  in  the 
English  language.  Numerous  film 
adaptations  have  made  the  name 
of  Dracula  into  an  alluring  image 
of  passion  and  mystery,  the  exact 
opposite  of  the  character  Bram 
Stoker  created. 

Dracula  is  written  in  the 
unique  form  of  diary  entries 
written  by  the  characters  and 
newspaper  clippings  that  they 
gather  to  form  separate  pieces  of 
the  puzzle  of  tragedy  and  danger 
that  Stoker  created.  The  novel 
opens  with  diary  entries  written 
by  Jonathon  Harker,  the  first  to 
encounter  Dracula.  He  takes 
you  through  Dracula’s  horrifying 
castle  in  Transylvania  where 
Harker  soon  discovers  that  his 
host  is  not  human,  and  that  he 
has  a  dark  plan  for  the  people  of 
London. 

The  setting  then  changes  to 
London,  where  Stoker  introduces 
the  rest  of  the  novel  through  the 
characters  of  Mina  Murray  and 
Dr.  John  Seward,  who  with  a 
host  of  other  characters,  become 
embroiled  in  Dracula’s  evil  plot. 
These  characters,  including  the 
legendary  Professor  Van  Helsing, 
come  together  through  tragedy  to 
reap  revenge  on  Dracula,  ending 
at  the  beginning,  near  the  gates  of 
Dracula’s  castle  after  a  high  speed 
chase  across  the  entire  European 


continent. 

While  the  beginning  of 
the  novel  is  slow,  Bram  Stoker 
does  not  fail  to  disappoint  in  his 
delivery.  Stoker’s  Dracula  is 
not  the  suave  James  Bond  image 
that  popular  culture  has  created, 
and  his  story  is  not  one  of  fiery 
passion  that  has  been  remade 
over  and  over  again.  Rather  it  is  a 
story  about  a  horrifying  creature 
that  has  haunted  the  folklore  of 
Europe  for  centuries,  and  the 
never-ending  struggle  of  good 
against  evil.  Bram  Stoker’s 
Dracula  is  a  fascinating  read  if 
only  for  the  style  it  is  written  in. 
But  if  you  should  venture  into  the 
private  thoughts  of  the  characters 
contained  with  the  pages  of  the 
novel,  don’t  forget  to  shut  the 
window  before  you  go  to  sleep.

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Pumas  Fight  For  Five  Wins

After  the  successful  home 
win  versus  Fairmont  State,  the 
Pumas  set  off  to  finish  their  last 
two  away  games  of  the  season 
before  returning  home  for  their 
final  game  of  the  season. 

Their  first  game  versus 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  was  a  close 
one-  but  the  Pumas  fell  39-36.  The 
Pumas  went  into  the  game  having 
a  perfect  9-0  against  the  Panthers 
and  spirits  were  high  going  into 
Saturday’s  game. 

One  constant  all  year  long 
has  been  the  productivity  of 
running  backs  Jashon  Banks  and 
Terrance  Freeman.  Banks  rushed 
23  times  for  129  yards  and  two 
touchdowns,  while  Freeman 
rushed  1 8  times  for  9 1  yards 
against  the  Panthers.  Quarterback 
Mike  Hladik  threw  for  264 
yards,  two  touchdowns  and  an 
interception  on  the  day.  Both 
ofHladik’s  touchdowns  were  to 
receiver  Scott  Chapman,  who  also 
had  147  yards  receiving. 

Ronnell  Tibbs  once  again 
lead  the  Puma  defense  with  seven 
tackles  and  an  interception.  James 
Wyatt  also  had  an  interception 


against  the  Panthers.  The 
Pumas  attempted  a  comeback 
in  the  fourth  quarter,  but  were 
unfortunately  unsuccessful. 

The  Pumas  second  road 
game  was  against  Southwest 
Baptist,  where  they  were 
pummeled  38-7.  The  Bearcats 
were  able  to  stop  the  Pumas  from 
running  the  ball,  only  allowing 
5 1  total  offensive  yards  on  the 
ground.  Jashon  Banks  rushed  for 
26  yards,  and  Freeman  rushed 
for  34.  Mike  Hladik  experienced 
overwhelming  pressure  from  the 
Bearcat  defense,  as  he  was  sacked 
three  times.  Hladik  threw  for  219 
yards,  and  an  interception. 

Former  starting  quarterback 
Nick  Keim  returned  after 
suffering  an  early  season  injury, 
throwing  for  105  yards  and 
connecting  with  Michael  Cochran 
for  a  touchdown.  Ronnell  Tibbs 
and  Bill  Perry  led  the  Puma 
defense  with  10  tackles. 

The  Pumas  record  is 
currently  4-5.  They  have  finished 
their  last  away  game,  and  their 
final  home  game  is  on  Nov  8Ih.
